CHAUTAUQUA    TO 
HAVE  BIG  SEASON 

Preparations   for   Re- 
turning Soldiers  Are 
Extensive. 

(From  East  St.  Louis  Daily  Journal, 
Sunday,  May  11.) 

The  victorious  end  of  the  war  and' 
the  home-coming  of  our  soldier  boys 
will  greatly  affect  the  attendance  at 
summer  resorts  like  Piasa  Chautau- 
qua. Many  of  the  regular  cottage 
residents  had  sons  in  the  army  and 
quite  a  number  of  these  will  on  their 
return  take  vacation  rests  ranging 
from  a  week  or  two  to  the  whole  sea- 
son at  Chautauqua  before  getting 
back  into  civil  employment.  There 
will  be  one  or  two  specific  home-com- 
ing days  for  the  soldier  boys  and  spe- 
cial efforts  throughout  the  season 
made  for  their  entertainment. 

Many  marked  improvements  will  be 
found  on  the  grounds  this  year.  The 
concrete  swimming  pool,  which  be- 
cause of  inadequate  pumping  facil- 
ities has  been  out  of  commission  for 
the  past  three  seasons,  has  been 
leased  by  the  owners  to  Mr.  J.  H.  Pon- 
der, who  is  installing  a  complete  new 
engine  and  pumping  outfit  of  large 
capacity,  which  will  restore  the  im- 
portant feature  of  safe  pool  swim- 
ming to  cottagers  and  visitors.  The 
old',  unsightly  engine  building  is  be- 
ing torn  away  and  the  new  engine 
and  pump  will  be  installed  on  a  barge 
in  the  river,  where  the  noise  of  ex- 
haust will  not  discommode  cottagers 
living  near  the  river.  One  hundred 
thousand  gallons  of  fresh  water  will  be 
pumped  into  the  pool  every  day,  and 
once  a  week  the  entire  pool  will  be 
emptied  and  cleaned. 

A  long-wished-for  new  improve- 
ment will  be  found  at  the  grounds 
this  year  in  the  form  of  a  golf  course. 
A  nine-hole  course  has  been  laid  out 
and  will  be  ready  for  use  early  in 
June.  It  is  located  just  north  of  The 
Inn,  using  the  old  baseball  park  in 
part  for  this  purpose.  This  will  sup- 
ply the    one   needed    missing   feature 


of  entertainment  for  cottage  residents 
and  guests. 

The  Ladies  Civic  Improvement  As- 
sociation, an  organization  made  up 
of  the  wives  of  the  directors  and  of 
other  ladies  on  the  grounds,  has  done 
much  in  the  past  toward  improvement 
features.  Their  conspicuous  work 
this  year  is  the  building  of  a  large 
pavilion  on  the  river  bank  in  front 
of  *iie  railroad  station.  This  will 
form  a  most  attractive  spot  for  social 
gatherings  and  be  an  excellent  view- 
point for  the  beautiful  sunsets  charac- 
teristic of  Chautauqua,  and  for  watch- 
ing the  river  by  moonlight.  The  erec- 
tion of  this  highly  ornamental  addi- 
tion to  the  grounds  was  aided  much 
by  personal  contributions  from  Mrs. 
S.  S.  Pingree,  Mrs.  John  C.  Kupferle, 
and  other  ladies. 

General  Manager  Johnson  and  his 
associates  on  the  program  committee 
have  provided  an  unusually  good  pro- 
grram  for  entertainment  d'uring  the 
months  of  July  and  August.  More 
cottages  have  been  engaged  already 
than  ever  before  so  long  before  the 
opening  of  the  season,  and  prospects 
are  excellent  for  a  record-breaking  at- 
tendance. Train  service  will  be  sub- 
stantially as  it  was  last  year,  when 
it  was  the  best  the  Association  had 
ever  had.  Close  connection  with 
trains  of  the  C.  P.  &  St.  L.  road  will 
be  made  by  limited  electric  cars  from 
Eads  and  McKinley  stations;  this  ride 
through  the  American  Bottoms  and 
along  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi 
river  being  in  itself  a  most  attractive 
recreation.  For  several  years  access 
to  Chautp.uqua  by  boat  has  been  inter- 
fered with  by  a  sandbar,  which  during 
the  past  year  has  so  shifted  that  boats 
will  now  be  able  to  get  to  the  grounds 
in  nearly  all  stages  of  water.  Three 
boats  a  week  will  run  regularly  dur- 
ing the  season  on  Mondays,  Wednes- 
days, and  Fridays,  and  others  as  spe- 
cial   excursions. 

The  Piasa  Chautauqua  Association 
is  not  organized  for  pecuniary  profit, 
and  every  dollar  of  surplus  receipts 
above  amount  needed  for  maintenance 
of  the  grounds,  entertainment,  and 
other  operating  expenses,  is  available 
for    improvements     to    the    grounds. 
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
